Why the Bond Issue Should Be Net Manfully 


Has anyone opposed to increasing the rate of interest 


•n tiie school bonds and issuing additional bonds for the 


completion of the city hall offered any practical sugges- 


tion as a solution of the present difficulty? Has any such 


pointed a way out of the dilemma which confronts the 


people of this city? 


Of course not It is easy to find fault and object, but 


it is not so easy to suggest what should be done. It is e& 


tirely beside the point to say that something different 


should have been done in the past from what was done, 


but that does not alter the situation a particle nor sug- 


ppsf sr< alternative Thich wrl! be ea^er or nlea^anter to 


There the city hall stands, its exterior walls com- 


pleted, unfinished and unfurnished, while the city pays 


$1000 a month rent for temporary accommodations. 


Shall the uncompleted school buildings go to decay 


while we wait for lower rates of interest, the children in 


the meantime going without school room facilities? 


After Toting for the auditorium and spending nearly 


$70,000 for plans and laying a foundation, shall we indefi- 


nitely postpone the project, or abandon it, and lose ail the 
gain and prestige expected to accrue from it? 


The schoolhouses should be completed at once. Their 


erection has been delayed too long already. Additional 
delay would inflict unjustifiable injury on the school chil- 
dren ; moreover, it would be a reproach to our solicitude 
for the cause of education. It is idle to say that interest 
rates will fall in the near future. No man can with cer- 
tainty make such a prediction; ail the prospects are the 
other way. And delay means still greater cost for com- 
pletion ultimately and possibly damage suits against the 
city for non-fulfillment of contract. The buildings have 
been planned in accordance with the most modern re- 
quirements; all the contracts have been let within the es- 
timates, and the estimates are within the sum voted by 


the taxpayers. The only obstacle is the rise in the inter- 


est rate which makes the bonds unsalable. 


Obviously the only thing to be done is to increase the 


interest rate, sell the bonds and complete the new school 


buildings at the earliest possible moment 


More money is needed to complete the city halL No- 


body contends that it should not be completed—sometime. 


The money required now will have to be supplied in time. 


While completion is delayed, the taxpayers are paying 


$1000 a month for the privilege of waiting and doing 
nothing. In the meantime the city suffers in appearance 
and reputation. Instead of being a monument to our en* 
terprise and public spirit, the city hall, in its present con- 
dition, is a memorial to broken hopes and a sunken and 


t 


disheartened pride. It is like writing Ichabod in great 
yellow letters across our civic ambitions. 


Voting against the city hall bonds will not evade the 


necessity for completing the edifice or the expense of 
completing it It will be money in our pockets to complete 
it now and have it in readiness for occupation by the time 
the exposition opens. To do anything else is suicidal. Can 
we afford to mar our prospects and blot our municipal 
escutcheon by withholding the money required to finish 
and furnish the city hall? 


"Will my property be worth more or less with the city 


hall completed?" is a question every taxpayer should ask 
himself in this crisis. Can any man in his senses doubt 
that the city hall in its present condition depresses the 
selling value of real estate and discourages investors? As 
it stands it is both a liability and an incumbrance—a con- 
spicuous evidence of depression and discouraged public 
spirit By voting the bonds a liability will be converted 
into an asset, an incumbrance transformed into an object 
of civic pride. 


Let no one imagine that ultimate responsibility can be 


evaded by shirking it for the moment. A liability cannot 
be avoided by refusing to meet it for a time. The 


city hall will have to be completed whether the bonds are 
voted or not The property owners must foot the bill one 
or another—by a special tax if bonds are not voted. On 
the present valuation, the bonds will entail an increase of 
the tax rate, for the first year, of less than five cents on 
the hundred dollars assessed valuation; the burden will 
decrease each year thereafter. 


increase the rate by fully 25 cents on each $100 valuation. 
And it would delay the completion of the building by at 
least three pears. There is also to be counted in the item 
of $12,000 a year rent for temporary offices. 


Therefore the easiest, cheapest, quickest war is to vote 


the bonds. It is the way, moreover, that comports best 
with our self-interest, our civic pride and the reputation 
of the city. 


As for the auditorium, it is an accrued liability. Re- 


fusing to authorize an increase in the rate of interest on 
the unsold bonds will not cancel the bonds or revoke the 
popular command to build it It will be merely a vote to 
delay, to procrastinate, and defer the benefits we expect 
to derive from it—to let the money already spent lie idle 
and profitless while we speculate on the future and in- 
dulge in the melancholy satisfaction of aimlessly discuss* 
ing our broken dreams of municipal greatness. 


Why confess defeat when we are not defeated nor 


anything like it? We have the resources, shall we 537 
that we lack the spirit? Shall we abandon hope and con- 
dence in a fit of the blues and adopt the philosophy of the 
Arkansas settler who would not shingle his house while 
it was raining because it was too wet to work and would 
not shingle it when it was not raining because a roof was 
not needed in dry weather? 


Or shall we face the situation bravely and sensibly 


and do the wisest thing we can do in the circumstances, 
and vote YES on every proposition submitted? By doing 
that a cloud of gloom will be lifted from the community 
and an ugly barrier to municipal progress removed.
